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Hospital Volunteers 
Lend a Helping Hand

Studying for exams, taking notes 
and writing papers are routine 
chores for Juniata College students. 
Volunteering to work in a hospital 
is not a required duty, but in the 
past 10 years, more than 100 
Juniata students have participated 
in the volunteer program at 
Huntingdon’s J.C. Blair Memorial 
Hospital. 

Being a hospital volunteer is not 
only a rewarding experience, but 
also serves as a great learning tool 
for students in health related fields 
of study. More importantly, this 
type of practical training helps give 
direction to students uncertain 
about their health career futures. 

Alice Heine, director of public - 
relations at J.C. Blair Hospital says, 
“I have found that these students 
offer a different perspective because 
they are studying for a future in the 
health professions. They are really 
motivated by what they do here.” 

A few years ago, there was a 
young man who was uncertain 
about what to study at Juniata. 
After spending a few months as a 
volunteer in the physical therapy 
department, he decided to make 
physical therapy his career goal. 
“He enjoyed every minute of his 
volunteer time and the patients 
really loved him,” says Heine. 

Heine developed a structured 
college volunteer service in 1973. 
“Volunteers from Juniata College 
have been a real mainstay for the 
hospital in the past 10 years.” she 
says. 

Students usually begin 
volunteering as freshmen and each 
fall return to the continuing 
program. “All of the volunteers that 
we've had from the college have

been very conscientious and 
dependable. Some students spend 
four years working here and even 
correspond after graduation,” 
Heine says. 

Most Juniata volunteers 
concentrate their energies in the 
physical therapy, pediatrics and 
pathology departments. However, 
several special volunteer groups 
have participated in other programs 
at the hospital. 

In October, several students 
brought art supplies to the 
pediatrics wing and helped the 
children design Halloween ghosts 
and goblins. Each year, the Juniata 
Executive Club reserves two special 
events to do in conjunction with the 
hospital. Last year, the men’s varsity 





basketball team brought each child a 
Juniata College hat to wear. This 
project brought lots of smiles to the 
pediatrics wing. 

“One group of students even 
raised money through a car wash to 
donate to our hospital,” Heine 
points out. “The money helped 
purchase a playpen for the 
children’s wing.” 

Ann Tinsman, a freshman at 
Juniata, decided that being a 
volunteer in the pediatrics wing 
would give her the practical 
experience she will need in order to 
pursue a career in child psychology. 
“This experience will help me to 
comfortably work with children. I 
get a really good feeling when a 
child smiles at a toy that I’ve given

to them,” says Tinsman. “There is 
nothing like the laughter and smile 
of a child!” she adds. 

Susan Sell, a junior at Juniata, ts 
also a volunteer. She intends to 
become a physical therapist and has 
found her volunteer work very 
beneficial. “I get to see what 1s 
being done in a physical therapy 
department. This is helping me to 
shape my career goals,” says Sell. 
She adds that the experience is most 
rewarding because of all the positive 
feedback she receives from patients. 

Student volunteers have not only 
devoted their time helping in the 
hospital, but also have been 
instrumental in developing new 
ideas for hospital enhancement. 


Two college women created a 
“play therapy” program for children 
who require surgery. The program 
entails preparing children for 
surgery by allowing them to play 
with surgical masks and gloves 
under adult supervision. This helps 
to alleviate anxiety and fear that 
may be present in the child. 

“The play therapy program is a 
great idea. Two college volunteers 
really got that program going,” 
Heine says. “In essence, the 
students from Juniata have adopted 
our community hospital and have 
become a volunteer support group,” 
she smiled. “It really means a lot to 
us.” 

Juniata students will continue to 


study for exams, take notes and 
write papers. They also will 
continue to volunteer at J.C. Blair 
Memorial Hospital. LJ 








Five years have passed since 
Moorhead C. Kennedy and other 
American diplomats were held 
captive in Iran. During a visit to 
Juniata in May, Kennedy discussed 
his views on furthering international 
understanding. 

His speech, entitled “Christian 
Common Sense in World Affairs,” 
focused on what a moral, Christian 
foreign policy would mean to our 
world. 

Kennedy said, “Unless we are 
effective people, we can’t be 
effective citizens.” He explained that 
individuals need to focus on their 
own problems because when they 
focus on much broader, outside 
issues, they tend to become “burned 
out.” Dealing with personal issues 
and resolving them will enable each 
of us to develop effective and 
positive attitudes, thus creating 
effective and positive citizens, he 
added. 

“Enthusiasm and an upbeat 
attitude are the first necessities for a 
Christian foreign policy,” according 
to Kennedy. He believes that the 
way to keep peace is by not 
harboring any bitterness, even 
towards the Iranians who held him 
captive. 

Kennedy quoted the Iranian 
guards, “ ‘Don’t ever forget, we can 
keep you tied to a chair or we can 
shoot you anytime.’ ” 

He felt that there were two types 
of guards, the ones who wanted to 
execute them — the great ultimate 
protest against the United States — 
and the other group who 
persuasively argued that there was 
nothing as useless as a dead 
hostage. 

Non-violent resistance was one of 
the keys to survival for the hostages. 
“We practiced non-violent resistance 
exactly as Gandhi did, because 
Gandhi was appealing to the better 
nature of the British Government.” 
Kennedy and his counterparts 
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survived by adopting a Christian 
policy. They appealed to the decent 
side of their captors. 

Kennedy’s second requirement 
for Christian common sense is 
responsibility. “Many times we don’t 
think through what we’re doing. It’s 
easy to be against an issue like 
nuclear weapons, but what many 
people forget is that deterrents have 
a track record.” On the other hand, 
Kennedy believes that with these 
deterrents go a tremendous amount 
of responsibility to mankind. 

Kennedy believes that Christian 
common sense is not only positive 
and responsible but also realistic. 
“We need to recognize that the 
world we live in is a very evil place 
and in many ways left to themselves, 
people don’t do good things,” he 
said. 

Finally, Kennedy believes that 
Christian common sense is humble. 
He said, “God doesn’t reward faith 
with issues.” Christian 
understanding depends on 
understanding human weakness and 
accepting that we might be wrong. 
“We need to recognize that we are

all fallible and learn to respect each 
other.” 

Christian men and women are 
those who are humble, realistic, 
positive and responsible, according 
to Kennedy. “These people will 
make good citizens. A nation that 
grows up with these people is 
strong, confident and secure in 
itself. It doesn’t rely on macho acts. 
This is the nation that we need to 
be building right now.” 

Kennedy called on everyone to 
develop an intelligent, thoughtful 
attitude. “We play a big role, you 
and I. We are the creators of public 
opinion.” 

Five years have passed since the 
Americans were held hostage in 
Iran and heard chants like 
“Khomeini orders hostages dead 
and death to America!” Five years 
have passed since Kennedy has been 
faced with mock executions and 
alienated from his family. Yet 
because he has adopted a “Christian 
common sense policy,” he is not 
harboring any bitterness, even 
towards the Iranians who held him 
hostage. L]

Presidential Selection 
Process is Underway 


The Presidential Selection 
Committee of the Board of Trustees 
held an organizational meeting 
during Trustee Weekend in May to 
set about the task of finding a 
successor to Dr. Frederick M. 
Binder, who announced his 
intention to retire at the end of the 
1985-86 academic year. The 
selection committee, which consists 
of seven trustees of the college, will 
be assisted by an advisory committee 
of faculty, students and alumni as 
well as a professional consultant. 

Chaired by Henry H. Gibbel ’57, 
executive vice president of Lititz 
Mutual Insurance Co., Lititz, the 
selection committee also includes 
John McN. Cramer, Esq. ’63, 
partner in the Pittsburgh law firm 
of Reed, Smith, Shaw and McClay; 
Dr. Warren F. Groff 49, president 
of Bethany Theological Seminary, 
Oak Brook, Il.; Dr. W. Newton 
Long, Jr. ’40, professor, Emory 
University School of Medicine, 
Atlanta, Ga.; Betty F. Simpson ’49, 
vice president of Allegheny 
Mountain Network, Tyrone; Robert 
E.Wagoner '53, vice president of 
Brissenden, McFarland and 
Wagoner, Inc., an executive search 
firm in Stamford, Conn.; and Dr. 
Charles C. Ellis 40, distinguished 
lecturer, Georgetown University 
School of Business Administration 
and chairman of the Board of 
Trustees, who will serve in an ex 
officio capacity on the committee. 

The advisory committee will 
consist of faculty members James 
Donaldson ’67, associate professor 
of economics and business 
administration; Dr. Klaus P. 
Kipphan, professor of history; and 
Dr. William E. Russey, professor of 
chemistry; students Lynn Forwood 
86 from Harleysville, and Jack 
Thomas ’86 from Hanover; and 
alumni Eileen Sill 57 of Yardley; 


Carl G. Wass ’59, an attorney from 
Harrisburg; and Ronald W. Wertz 
59, executive director of the 
Hillman Foundation in Pittsburgh. 
‘The committee also will be assisted 
in the search and screening process 
by a professional consultant, John 
Synodinos, former vice president 
for development at Franklin and 
Marshall College in Lancaster. 
Synodinos served more than 20 
years in higher education at The 
Johns Hopkins University and then 
at Franklin and Marshall College 
before entering into executive 
search work. 

At their first meeting, the 
selection committee developed 
procedures and a tentative timetable 
for the selection process. 
Applications and nominations are 
being solicited during the summer. 
Screening of candidates and 


interviews will take place in the fall, 
and the selection committee expects 
to recommend a candidate to the 
Board of ‘Trustees early in 1986. 

Chairman Henry Gibbel was 
pleased with the results of the first 
committee meeting, noting the 
enthusiastic mood and free 
exchange of ideas. He expressed his 
sense of the importance of the task 
before his committee. 

“I was very impressed that 
everyone on the selection and 
advisory committees seems to have a 
firm grasp of what will be expected 
of them individually and as 
committees,” he began. “I don’t 
think there’s any doubt that the 
decisions we make will have far- 
reaching effects. Higher education 
is faced with challenges of 
unprecendented magnitude in such 
areas as enrollment management 
and maintaining academic standards 
from now through the 1990s. The 
next 15 years are going to be a very 
critical time for private colleges 
especially, a time when enlightened 
leadership will be crucial,” he 
concluded. L1

Commencement Marks New Beginning 


Today’s college graduates must 
strike a balance between the need 
for individualism and the need for 
social responsibility. That was the 
message delivered to Juniata 
College graduates by Dr. Bryce 
Jordan, president of The 
Pennsylvania State University. 

Dr. Jordan was the featured 
speaker at Juniata’s 106th 
Commencement ceremony held 
Sunday, May 26. 

A total of 242 May graduates 
received bachelor of arts and 
bachelor of science degrees during 
the afternoon ceremony held on 
campus. An additional 36 students 
were recognized as candidates for 
August graduation. Three students 
received their degrees summa cum 
laude with John S. Burr of 
Hopewell graduating with the 
highest grade point average in the 
class, Four students received their 
degrees magna cum laude while 10 
graduated cum laude. 

In his address, Dr. Jordan noted 
that college students are graduating 
with an optimistic outlook, 
expressing the type of energy and 
enthusiasm he finds very 
encouraging. He also used his 
address to reaffirm what he called 
“the classic role of education in 
society.” 

Dr. Jordan, who took office as 
Penn State’s 14th president on July 
1, 1983, served two years as 
executive vice chancellor for 
academic affairs of the University of 
Texas System, and was president of 
the University of Texas at Dallas 
from 1971-81. Dr. Jordan received 
his bachelor’s and master’s degrees 
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in music from the University of 
Texas at Austin and his Ph.D. in 
historical musicology from the 
University of North Carolina at 
Chapel Hill. 

During Sunday’s ceremony, Dr. 
Jordan was presented with an 
honorary Doctor of Laws degree 
from Juniata, Noting his many 
accomplishments, Dr. Jordan was 
praised for accepting the challenge 
of higher education with wisdom 
and enthusiasm. “His prevailing 
vision has crystalized the role of the 
large state university in guiding, 
shaping and participating in 
Pennsylvania’s future,” the honorary 
citation states. 





An honorary Doctor of Laws 
degree also was presented to 
William Clay Burkholder °35 of 
Belleville, a member of the college’s 
Board of Trustees. Burkholder, 
who served 39 years as a teacher 
and school administrator in 
Pennsylvania, retired in 1974 as 
executive director of the Tuscarora 
Intermediate Unit. The honorary 
citation praises Burkholder’s 
“egalitarian vision that transcends 
sentimental dogma,” and has kept 
him focused on his life’s calling, to 
provide children with the best 
possible education.

If you are a fan of 
the cartoonist Garry Trudeau and of his creation, Doonesbury, you may 
recall the graduation message of the college president which appeared 
three Sundays ago. To paraphrase the message, the president told the 
members of the class that they had spent the last four years in a trance, 
somnambulating unfeelingly through a wounded world, pausing only to 
debate the central issue of student parking. He went on to say that by 
acceptng all they had been taught, they had learned nothing of value as 
they enriched their prospects and impoverished their souls. Now I submit 
that the Doonesbury cartoon is an unfair slanted picture of the Class of '85 
—— certainly of the Juniata Class of ’85, and I would like to turn that 
speech around and tell you what I really believe about you. You have 
spent the last four years in a serious effort to improve yourselves, to learn

Teaching Awards Given 
to Zimmerer, Baldino 


Distinguished teaching awards 
were presented to two Juniata 
College faculty members Sunday, 
May 26 during the college’s 106th 
Commencement ceremony, 

Dr. Robert P. Zimmerer, 
professor of biology, received the 
18th annual Beachley Distinguished 
Professor Award while Dr. Thomas 
J. Baldino, assistant professor of 
political science, was presented with 
the eighth annual Lindback 
Foundation Award for 
Distinguished Teaching. 

The Beachley Award was 
established by Donovan R. Beachley, 
Sr. 21 and Donovan R. Beachley, 
Jr. ’47, both members of the Board 
of Trustees, and Mrs. Donovan R. 
Beachley, Jr., all of Hagerstown, 
Md. 

The award provides a $2,000 
stipend to a professor who 
contributes to the development of 
the individual’s department and the 
college as a whole. Teaching 
effectiveness, scholarly activities, 
service beyond the campus and 
length of service to the college also 
are important factors. 

Nominations for the Beachley 
professor are received from 
students, faculty, administrative 
personnel, alumni and trustees. The 
final selection is made by the 
college’s president, dean of 
academic affairs, student 
government president and the three 
most recent recipients. 

The last three Beachley Award 
recipients have been Dr, Duane F. 
Stroman, professor of sociology 
(1984), Dr. James J. Lakso, 
professor of economics and business 
administration (1983) and Dr. James 
L. Gooch, professor of biology 
(1982). 

Zimmerer joined the faculty in 
1961 as an instructor. He was 
promoted to assistant professor in 
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1964, associate professor in 1967 
and professor in 1974. In 1976, he 
became the Charles A. Dana 
Supported Professor of Biology. 

Zimmerer, who also has taught at 
Cornell University, The 
Pennsylvania State University, 
University of Maine and the 
Hershey Medical Center, has served 
as chairman of Juniata’s biology 
department and 1s currently 
chairman of the college’s Health 
Professional Committee. 

A graduate of the University of 
Wisconsin, Zimmerer received his 
M.S. degree from Cornell 
University and his Ph.D. from The 
Pennsylvania State University. His 
academic interests are in the areas 
of microbiology, plant physiology, 
cell and molecular biology and 
electron microscopy. 

In announcing Zimmerer’s 
selection, President Frederick M. 
Binder praised him as an

outstanding member of the faculty.

Funded by the Christian R. and 
Mary F. Lindback Foundation of 
Philadelphia, the Lindback Award 
provides a $500 stipend. Selection 
criteria includes contributions to the 
total educational effort of the 
college and outstanding work by a 
junior faculty member who has 
served the college for seven or 
fewer years. 

The award recipient is selected by 
Dr. Binder, who 1s assisted by a 
committee of faculty members, Last 
year’s recipient was Dr. Norman E. 
Siems, associate professor of 
physics. 

A member of the faculty since 
1979, Baldino was named an 
assistant professor in 1982 and 
currently serves as chairman of the 
college’s Pre-Law Studies 
Committee. Prior to coming to 
Juniata, he taught at St. Francis 
College and the University of 
Pennsylvania. 

Baldino received his B.A. degree, 
maxima cum laude, from LaSalle 
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Stewart, academic dean, and President Frederick M. Binder after receiving distinguished 
teaching awards for the 1984-85 academic year.

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Wesivaco Donates Williamsburg Land 


Juniata College received the 
largest single commitment to 
PHASE TWO of the Century II 
Campaign when Westvaco 
Corporation donated its 
Williamsburg conference center and 
adjoining property to the college. 
The gift includes the conference 
center, two other residential 
structures, a freshwater spring and 
about 70 acres of land. 

Announcement of the gift was 
made March 15 by President 
Frederick M. Binder and Donald 
Clem, manager of Westvaco’s mill in 
Tyrone. In making the 
announcement, Dr. Binder 
indicated that the facilities would be 
used for educational purposes and 
conferences in such a way as to 
benefit Williamsburg and 
surrounding communities as well as 
the college. 

Clem pointed out that the action 
by Westvaco came after several 
years of discussion on the potential 
uses of the property in advancing 
and enlarging upon the college’s 
educational mission and service to 
the community. “This gift 
underscores Westvaco’s long 
commitment to fostering 
educational excellence through 
private sector involvement. In 
making this major commitment, we 
are expressing our confidence in 
Juniata’s future and the many new 
possibilities that the center will open 
up for the college and community,” 
Clem said.

Known as the “Big Spring” 


_ property by Williamsburg residents, 


the buildings and grounds have 
been owned by Westvaco and its 
predecessor companies for about 
100 years. The main structure, a 
beautiful colonial style home, once 
served as the residence for 
Westvaco’s Williamsburg mill 
manager. After mill operations were 
discontinued about 15 years ago, 
the facility came to be used as a 
corporate conference center, the so- 
called “Westvaco clubhouse.” 
Westvaco facilities in the Juniata 
Valley now consist of the paper mill 
in Tyrone and an envelope plant in 
Williamsburg. 


The property also includes two 
smaller residences, a spring which 
produces about eight million gallons 
of water per day and about 70 acres 
of well-maintained grounds. The 
college is actively developing plans 
for utilization of the facilities. In the 
meantime, the new “Juniata College 
Conterence Center at Williamsburg” 
stands as the outstanding leadership 
gift of the Century II Campaign’s 
second phase. On a broader scale, 
the gift symbolizes another 
expression of the strong bond and 
relationship between Juniata College 
and Westvaco Corporation, good 
neighbors in the Juniata Valley for 
over a century. []

Challenge Grants Move 
PHASE TWO Ahead 


PHASE TWO of the Century I 
Campaign passed an important 
milestone when it topped the $12.1 
million mark in mid-May. With a 
goal of $4.8 million to be raised by 
1986, the second phase is well on 
the way to achieving at least half of 
its goal in the campaign’s first year. 
PHASE TWO was officially 
launched in October, after 
conclusion of the successful $10 
million first phase, which included 
the $4.8 million Kennedy 
Sports + Recreation Center. 

While the Westvaco Corporation's 
gift of the Williamsburg Conference 
Center, valued at $1,078,000, has 
been the key leadership gift, several 
other successes also have been 
instrumental in PHASE TWO 
getting so quickly off the mark. 


Pew Challenge Grant 
The $250,000 challenge grant 
from the Pew Memorial Trust for 
academic computer applications was 
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met successfully this spring through 
commitments from corporations, 
foundations, alumni, friends and 
special appeals to the campus 
community and parents of Juniata 
students. 

It was especially appropriate that 
this drive, which influences so 
directly the quality of the 
educational experience at Juniata, 
was put over the top by the parents 
of a student. Mr. and Mrs. William 
Rogerson of New Kensington drove 
the final nail in the Pew match with 
their pledge, which also brought a 
two-for-one corporate matching gift 
from ALCOA. Members of the 
Juniata College Parents Council, the 
Rogersons are the parents of 
Lauren Rogerson ‘86. 

The successful conclusion of the 
challenge grant means that the 
college has secured $500,000 of its 
original $1,000,000 capital 
expenditure toward modernization 
of its academic and administrative

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computer facilities. The remainder 
will be raised during the final year 
of PHASE TWO. 

Whitaker Challenge Grant 

The $150,000 challenge grant 
from the Whitaker Foundation for 
scientific equipment completed the 
first of its three years with $100,000 
raised. The key commitment was a 
$50,000 grant along with several 
smaller commitments. When the 
one-for-two challenge grant is 
completed, it will result in $450,000 
directed to scientific equipment and 
instrumentation needs at the 
college. 

Annual Support Fund 

Finally, the 1984-85 Annual 
Support Fund was on target for its 
$275,000 goal as of press time. 
Long the foundation of the college’s 
external support, the Annual 
Support Fund has not lost a step in 
the midst of PHASE TWO. If 
anything, it will have gained quite a 
few steps with achievement of its 
$275,000 goal, $50,000 over last 
year’s total. 

The success of PHASE TWO to 
date, has been a product of a 
magnificent commitment from one 
of the college’s strongest supporters 
in the corporate sector, as well as a 
string of smaller triumphs that have 
been made possible by Juniata’s 
many alumni and friends. L]

Brumbaugh

When 36 members of the 
President’s Development Council 
(PDC) met at the college May 18, it 
was a time for honoring two 
individuals for outstanding service 
and for looking ahead to the PDC’s 
role in the Century II Campaign.

Although he has continued to pay 
the premiums, the Johnsons no 
longer rely on the policy as a 
significant asset, nor is it necessary 
to their estate plan. In a word, the 
policy has become superfluous. 
The Johnsons, by deciding to 
make Juniata the owner and 
beneficiary of the superfluous 
insurance policy, achieved a three- 
fold purpose. First, they contributed 
a substantial gift to the college just 
at the time that Phase Two of the 
Century II Campaign has focused 
on a major buildup of endowment 


for student aid, faculty salary 
support and other on-going 
programs of the college. 

Second, the Johnsons received a 
charitable income tax deduction in 
the amount of the cash value of the 
policy. Furthermore, in each 
following year, the Johnsons will 
receive an additional charitable 
deduction for the premium 
payments they make. And, of 
course, a tax deduction actually puts 
dollars back in the Johnsons’ 
pockets to be used _for their own 
projects. 

Finally, the gift of the policy 
solved an important and pressing 
problem for many families similar 
to the Johnsons — how to be a part 
of Juniata’s effort to ensure its 
continued academic excellence, 


while meeting the ordinary 
expenses of daily living and the 
extraordinary expenses of educating 
their children, providing for retired 
parents and vacations or other 
personal activities.

Sometime later this summer, 
Juniata’s Campus Minister, the Rev. 
Dr. M. Andrew Murray, will be 
going off the deep end for the 
college’s proposed Peace and 
Conflict Studies Institute. The deep 
end will actually be the south end of 
Raystown Lake near the Entriken 
bridge as Murray will attempt to 
swim 20 miles to raise funds for the 
new institute. Pledges of one dollar 
or more per mile are being solicited 
from Church of the Brethren 
members, alumni and friends of the 
college. 

The idea for the swim came 
earlier this year when Dr. Frederick 
M. Binder and then Murray each 
swam several hundred laps in the 
Binder Natatorium to raise funds 
for the local American Cancer 
Society drive. Murray, who went 
into a crash conditioning and 
training program for the first swim, 
has kept right on with his regimen 
to prepare for the Raystown Lake 
swim in late August or early 
September. 

Murray discussed the reasons that 
led him to the decision to attempt 
the swim this summer. “First, I look 
on it as a great opportunity to raise 
funds for a program at the college 
in which I deeply believe as well as 
a chance to involve a lot of people 
in the effort,” he began. “The 
challenge is also an attractive part of 
it for me. Frankly, I’m interested in 
seeing how well I do. Finally, I 
think it will be fun, at least for the 
first six or seven miles. After that, 
well, I guess we'll see,” he 
concluded. 

The “swim for peace” is part of 
the larger Church gifts appeal of 
the Century II Campaign’s second 
phase, which seeks to raise $350,000 
from Church of the Brethren 
congregations and members for 
such projects as the institute and 
scholarship assistance for Brethren 
students at the college.

The free agent deal, which 
included an undisclosed signing 
bonus, was worked out between the 
Steelers and Murphy’s agent, 
former Juniata trainer Ned Erlich 
"80, a Philadelphia attorney. 

Murphy, who also was in serious 
negotiations with the Philadelphia 
Eagles through Erlich, took part in 
an early June Steeler mini-camp in 
Pittsburgh before the opening of 
pre-season camp July 19. The Camp 
Hill, Pa. native is one of 12 people 
competing for five Steeler wide 
receiver positions. 

The 6’2", 200-pound Cumberland 
Valley High School graduate had an 
outstanding four-year college career 
under Juniata Coach Rob Ash.

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Ash Expects 
Tough Indian 
Grid Team

With experienced players 
returning to every position, the 
Indian football team should be a 
strong contender in the Middle 
Atlantic Conference when their 
season opens on Sept. 7. 

Head Coach Rob Ash says, “I 
believe that we can play with every 
team in the league. In 1984 we were 
in every game and even dominated 
several of them that we didn’t win.” 

The Indians can boast a balanced 
nucleus in 1985 since several young 
players have matured through 
quality playing time at the collegiate 
level. “We'll be able to put our most 
experienced football team on the 
field since 1981 when we were 
conference champs,” says Ash. 

According to Ash, the freshman 
class also looks promising. “We’ve 
had our best recruiting year since 
I’ve been here, both in terms of 
numbers and quality athletes.” He 
adds, “I don’t expect many 
freshmen to play varsity, but we will 
be giving them the chance to prove 
that they can play right away if 
they’re good enough.” 

The Indians’ offensive statistics 
were good in 1984 and should be 
great in 1985 with veteran 
quarterback Mike Culver returning 
at the helm. Culver finished last 
season ranked sixth in the nation in 
total offense. 

“We'll continue to use the 
offensive system that we used last 
year. We mixed up the running and 
passing game well. The offense will 
continue to be balanced.” says Ash. 

When Culver looks down the field 
for his receivers, some familiar faces 
will be missing. Middle Atlantic 
Conference MVP Dave Murphy has 
graduated along with Carl Fekula, 
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football co-captains. 


Dave Duncan and George Plesce. 
Even though these players are gone, 
Ash is optimistic about his receiving 
corps. “We have quality people in 
our program right now who are 
going to be capable replacements.” 
Michael Cottle, Rob Smith, Randy 
Martin, Mike Mothersbaugh, Frank 
Phelps, Jay Moreau and Frank 
Briner will all be targets for Culver 
in 1985. 

A versatile, experienced offensive 
line should be a great asset to the 
blue and gold grid team. Rob 
Yanckello (1985 co-captain), Bob 
Albright, Mike Kauhfold, Ron

Fuchs, Steve Yerger and Bill Snyder 
will provide stability that should 
enable Culver lots of time in the 
backfield. This line will also have 
the talent to open holes for the 
backs to work through. 

Perhaps the deepest position for 
the Indians will be the two running 
back spots. Seven very capable 
athletes will be used in the 
backfield. lan Malee, Dave 
Hornberger, and David Bates will 
be used as fullbacks while Joe 
Fagan, Rich Bouch, Tony Dively 
and Morgan Johns will see action as 
the tailbacks. 
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Ash says, “All of these players did 
a good job for us last year. We’re 
excited about these positions. These 
talented athletes can run, block and 
catch.” 

On the other side of the line 
there are eleven returning starters. 
“There is no question that we'll 
have our finest defensive team in 
the past three years,” Ash says. 

Strength, experience and desire 
are terms that best describe the 
defensive line. Gino Perri, an All- 
Conference player, 1985 co-captain, 
and an All-American honorable 
mention returns to the front line 
with teammates Steve Haley, Lou 
Komer and ‘Tom Kalinyak. 

“We expect Gino to have an 
exceptional season and his 
counterparts should be very capable 
of getting the job done,” says Ash. 
Barring injuries, Haley may be one 
of the best defensive tackles in the 
league. “Kalinyak and Komer are 
going to be really good defensive 
ends in this league, too.” 

_ The Indian line has enough 
depth to allow players a chance to 
rest and allow fresh defenders to 
play. “Ray Witmer and Toni Yeager 
are good young defensive linemen, 
and Bruce Catando and Bryan 
Fornadel are good players that will 
see time on the line,” says Ash. 

The linebackers are “long on 
quality, short on quantity.” The 
three linebackers that return from 
last year’s team are Bob Crossey, 
Brian Warren and Jeff Danyus. “I 
believe these linebackers will be very 
good. This is a position that takes 
time to learn and these players have 
made steady progress.” Ash hopes 
to find some versatile athletes to use 
as back-ups. 

Defending the passing game may 
be somewhat easier this year since 
an experienced secondary returns. 
“Last year we had freshmen playing 
in the secondary, but they are now 
seasoned veterans that should do a 
fine job,” says Ash. 

Free safety Rich Howey will 
provide leadership for the 
secondary. Mark Dorner, Greg St. 
Clair, Clayton Carlin, Craig 


Bannon, Rich Burnich, Paul 
Kutches and Ken Osiecki will all be 
looking to shut down the 
Opposition’s air game. 

The kicking game will feature 
Mike Schaffner and Dave 
Hornberger, two talented athletes. 
“Mike Schaffner is a very good 
kicker and Hornberger is a fine 
punter.” says Ash. “We hope to 
improve our coverage teams this 
year and make big offensive plays 


out of specialty situations.” 

“The conference will be tough 
again this year.” Ash believes that 
the Middle Atlantic Conference is 
the toughest Division III 
Conference in the country. “All of 
the teams will be evenly matched.” 

Don't count the Indians out of 
the MAC race. The experienced 
Tribe will be on the warpath 
Starting Sept. 7, when they host 
Lebanon Valley. L] 


Volleyball Team Sets

Juniata volleyball coach Larry 
Bock will enter his ninth year of 
coaching with an impressive 253-54 
career record and great enthusiasm 
for the upcoming season. “This 
group of players is going to be a 
great volleyball team as they 
develop through the season.”
